DR. ARNOLD FRANK DRAWS HOT FIRE. 



Says Kentucky Thoroughbreds Are Not Suited 
for Use in the German Army. 



X’ew York, .April IS. — .A viH-iferons protest has 
one np from Kentucky and all .American liorsehind 
against Hie sliictnros of Hr. .Arnold Frank, the 
Kaiser's oflicial "vet,” on the Kentucky thi>roiigh- 
bred. 

Hr. Frank lias Ik*cii down in Hu* bine grass 
•ountry hNikiiig for tliorongblireds for use in tiie 
Cerman army. He wanted, lie said, to buy a 
Hionsatid bead. He iHiuglit eight, and Hieii gave it 
out that the Kentucky liorsc didn't suit his pur- 
po.s<*s. .And this in Lexington. 

l^oxington's answer is Hial Hr. Frank wasn't 
willing to pay Hic prices of Kentucky Hioroiiglibrcds 
and that's the reason he coiililii't find aii.vHiiiig to 
suit him. .Vs for Hit* i|ualily of the stork, it 
would take more than a Cerman “vet” to shake 
Kentucky's faith in its own |iet priHluct. 

X'ew York horsemen string their la*ts- with Hie 
Kontnckiaiis on this proiHisitioii. Maj'S* .lohii M. 
Burke, for example, has a eonsiderable stm-e nf 
horse loro gatliered in many climes. Tliis is what 
lie liad to say; 

“I do not agree willi iIh* Cerman cavalry otficcr. 
Tlie Kentucky horses were origiiiatl.v nscil for 
mountain l•omllry and tin* roads in Europe arc 
generally nearly |M*rfect. Tlicreforo 1 think a Ken 
tiick.v horse, Hiat lias a record from 'way back.' 
when the n>ads were only trails, would be the most 
valuable animal tisla.v for rapidit.v of mohilizatiun, 
more so tlian the Cerman cavalry horse. 

"Fifty or sixl,v years ngo the saddle horse was 
almost a necessity all over Hie south and south- 
west. and the result has lieeu a race of suiierior 
addle lieasts. 

“The Keiitiii-k.v horse lent distinction to hoth 
armies in Hie last war, which I'csnltcd in sncli 
magnificent cavalry service as that of Boiisseaii, 
‘.leb’ Stuart, .lolin .Morgan and ‘Little’ .Hk* AVliceler 
on Hip one side, and on tin* oHi(*r of Crierson, Kil- 
patrick, t’Icasouton, Mi-t'iKik. Custer, and the great- 
est cavalryman in history, Ceueral ITiil Sheridan. 

"It .seems to me that .s|h*ci1 wil Im* a great re 
iiniremeut in the next war, as cavalry, to be ef- 
fei-tive. must bp used to reach points iM'fore Hu* 
artillery can i*over Hie objective, and the i-avalry- 
iiiau will have to adopt the I’hil Sheridan ineHiiHls 
of ‘getting there’ i|nt<-kl,v. dismounting and light- 
ng as infantry to assist in victory. 

”1 sliould judge that Hie horse tliaf lias made a 
re|uitation under conditions where, you might say, 
there were practii’all.v no riKuls. Iiad to forage for 
liimself and was never groomed would Iiavo to tie 
taken into consideration. I allude to the western 
range horse, and even with him you have to con- 
sider tin* Kentiieky thoroiiglibrcd lior.se strain |ire- 
vailed among tlie la-st of them. 

"The typical native horse is now vcr.v scarce, 
tint we all know tliat the range horse, cros.setl tiy 
tlie Kentucky, lias exhihilcd rcmarkahle stamina. 
He was a horse Hmt lived under conditions wliieli 
existeil in no other ••oniitry and loiild go further on 
shorter coniinous and carry more in ratio to his own 
weight than history records for any olli»*r horse. 
He was practieall.v a coniliination, after three cen- 
turies of so|iaration, of the aiieieiit .Spuuisli Arab 
liorse broiiglit to this country li,v Cortez, and the 
English thormiglibred or Keiitneky horse with Us 
distant strain of .Vrali tiliHHl via England.”

The first went 
to outsiders, tlie last .gojng to True AA'iiig, the islds- 
on favorite, after a scries of costly mishaps that 
all lint put the crack Ryan mare out of commission. 
The lietting foreshadowed the sometlilng sensational 
that aotiiall.v Iiappeued in Hie running. Ocean Shore, 
the seiDiid cliolce. received unusuall.v heavy support 
from a certain clique led by several of the biggest 
ring operators. Tliese layers also t<K*k great lilK*rties 
witli True AA'itig in the market and liail not Ocean 
Sliore. wiiicli enjoyed a commanding lead, bolted 
on the first turn, he would have i-ertainly lieaten the 
f.ivorite. which was all but left at the post. Jm-key 
Fischer is a marked man by the public. It is 
freely asserted that he does not always fry his 
best and that his .Ascot work was under suspieioii 
liefore he came here. The horse Oratorian runs 
ill and out in tlie most exasperating fashion. It is 
claimtKl that hut for being nearly knocked down at 
Hie |M»st Iiy True AA’iug in Hie hist race he would 
liHve won.

CHAUNCEY BLISS IS DEAD, 



Cliaunccy Bliss, formerly of the firm of Kelly & 
F.liss, died at Batavia, .\. V., last .Sunday. .Mr. 
P-liss was 71 years of age and had been sick since 
Clirislmas day. Kelly A Bliss opened a poolroom 
at l.-> West Twcnty-eiglitU stri*et, New York, in 
lS7r>, and the plan* soon became famou.s as it at- 
tracted the patronage of all the big gnus of the turf. 
PiKilriKims were run wide open at that time. Auc- 
tion iKsd selling was Hie |M>piilar lorm of s|K*ciilation 
in those da.vs and proniiuent turfmen and specu- 
lators gathered there in the evening to buy pools on 
the following day’s raees. l.ater on the firm took 
up liookiug as it is now eohducted, and for years 
had the field laxik privilege at Monmouth Park. 
Mr. Bliss made a fortune and was wealthy at his 
death. He was the last of the old line of eastern 
l«K>kmakers and poolriKnn proprietors, which included 
-Morrissey, fridge, Murray, Lovell and Johnson.
